Whether he decided. to ignore what he found was 
involved in the adoption of such policies or 
whether he adopted them without taking the trou- 
bie to inquire into them is not disclosed. What- 
ever was the case as to that the result was 
In Mr. Wilson's conduct of American affairs in 
Latin America Mr. Smith found reason to con- | 
demn American interference in such matters as 
those of Nicaragua, to give a false reason for the 
presence of the troops in that country, and to 
declare that the United States had lost the con- 
fidence of its neighbors since the Wilson admin- 
istration. He found reason to denounce secret 
treaties, to uphold the treaty rights of the sénate, 


. and to add that any foreign policy must have 
- Clear approval of a great majority of the Amer- 


ican people. 

_Mr. Smith may not recall, may not even have 
known, that Woodrow Wilson's undertakings with 
regard to Latin America were, for the most part, 
the most violent, the most destructive, the least 
reasoned, and the most futile which it has been 
the unhappiness of the United States to suffer. 
Mr. Smith’s language is hot unlike that of Mr. 
Wilson. It is idealistic. If the promise from that 
is that the actions of Mr. Smith would not be 


unlike those of Mr, Wilson, the fears of sensible 


people in the country cannot well be exaggerated 

Mr, Wilson's words seldom bore any consequen- 
tial relation to his acta. Mr. Smith, in referring 
to secret treaties and the power of the senate, 
would learn that Mr. helped negotiate the 
treaty of Verwailles and the covenant of the league 
in secret, withheld the documents until they had 
been obtained from unofficial sources and then 
stipulated that the senate surrender its rights and 
ratify at dictation. If Mr. Smith is taking his 
first lessons in foreign policy from such authority, 
he will be the cause of grave concern. 

When he condemns the work of the American 
marines in Nicaragua he would do well to place 
that in ite historic relation to the work of his 
teacher in Haiti; To keep Haiti out of the hands 
of its English, French, and German creditors, Mr. 
‘Wilson had to intervene in 1915. The Haitians in 
the norma} course of running their own affairs, 


Wilson's altruism and rage combined had 
the whole National Guard of the country swelter- 
ing om the Rio Grande to protect the United 


States from the military force of a sixteenth cen- 


tury Indian civilization. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Smith confessedly has not 
given any attention to foreign affairs, some intel- 
lectual or altruist off to the left of his party may 
have supplied him with text or the ideas of his 
remarks, If he learns to toy with words and to 
like the play and if he remains under etch influ- 
ences he could easily as President resume the 
senseless employment of American military forces 
doing nothing at great cost in men and taxes.

THE ARMY IN 


PREPAREDNESS. 

One ‘of. the most important policies the war 
department could adopt to advance our prepared- 
hess would be to make army methods conform as 
much as possible to those of civilian enterprise. 
The army in peace is relatively a small fragment 
of the American scheme and should adjust itself 
as far as is practicable and useful to the general 
system. By so doing it will add immensely to its 
own efficiency especially, when, as it must in 
case of war, it becomes the center of a national 
military synthesis. 

One of the main obstructions to prompt effi- 
clency in the late war was the difference in army 
business methods from thoge of civilian business. 
Not only were the former inadequate and ob- 
structive in the larger enterprise, but they had 
to be learned by civilian officers who would have 
quickly settled into their work if army methods 
had been more nearly similar to the methods used 
in civilian business. 

To mobilize and supply a nation in arms cannot 
be quickly and efficiently accomplished by a small 
professional] nucleus working upon lines developed 
in peace within itself. The true solution is to 
make use of the whole body of national efficiency 
so far as that may be used to military ends. 
This principle applies to material as well as 
business methods and so-called paper work. Army 
machinery, so far as practicable, should follow 
commercial] types. The army should not develop 
types which private factories are not prepared 
to turn out or civilian soldiers ready to operate, 
Industries in war time should not be taken over 
by the government, as is proposed by the Socialist 
minded, but left in the hands of the men who 
are directing them competently in peace time and 
who can get quicker, better, and cheaper results 
from them than any official. Production, espe- 
cially on the huge scale required by a great war, 
can be carried on best by the civilian experts who 
are in charge of the large scale production of 
private enterprise. To turn production over to 
the army, which is necessarily inexperienced in 
large scale operations, is the essenve of foolishness. 
As to military education, fully three-quarters of 
the subjects taught in military schools are taught 
in colleges. The army should credit work done in 
these subjects toward military degrees or rankings. 
Of course to apply knowledge gained in civil 
courses to military problems requires additional 
and special education by military specialists, but 
the military schools could easily accomplish this. 
It is particularly true of mathematics and survey- 
ing, which supply all ghe mathematical knowledge 
tor direction of artillery fire. . 

The one element the army possesses in special 
and eminent degree is military discipline. Dis- 
cipline and the art of command must be taught 
the civilian to fit him for war and its responsi- 
bilities. But these cannot be imposed by mere 
weight of authority ‘upon the civilian soldier, who 
is a free man and accustomed to do his own 
thinking and make his own decisions in most 
matters in ‘his normal experience. Such a man 
wil] be reached most readily through his intelli- 
gence and therefore, the reason for all rules and 
regulations should be made clear to him. It is 
also highly desirable that so far as is safe and 
practicable the individual's initiative’ should be 
kept free and it should be made plain that the 
professional military system of the American 
army has no intention to transform a Serst. York 
into the like of one of the.

The first Psalm is one of the most beautiful in 
all Uterature. The picture of a tree planted by 
living waters that brings forth its fruit in due sea- 
son, whose léaf does not wither, is a perfect simile 
of the true character, rooted in God. 

Let us betake ourselves to some woodsy spot, 
and there,. tched upon the ground beneath 
some great ; hear all the broad leaves clap 
their little hands in glee with one continuous 
sound, while we meditate upon the likeness of & 
good man to a tree, 

This tree of the Psalmist is rooted, it strikes its 
roots deep, and in its reotage is the secret of its 
growth. So, too, the secret of human character 
lies in those deep roots, unséen, that lay hold of 
the eternal. The great arraignment of our genera: | 
tion is not that it is bad, but that its roots are 
shallow, so that the least storm blows it over. 
Trees of shallow rootage are easily blown: Over; 


trees with their roots spread abroad like a sail; 
but no matter how heavy the gale, the oak tree, 
with its deep anchored taproot, rides out the gale. 
Buch a taproot is faith, laying hold on the eternal. 

Again this tree is individual, and so are we, No 
two trees in the forest are ever alike. Nay, no 
two leaves on any tree are ever exactly alike, 1 
remember when a little child to have spent an 
entire afternoon trying to match exactly two 
maple leaves. No, one tree differs from another 
tree in glory, one leaf differs from all other leaves 
in its expression of life. So, too, are we—unique, 
separate, individual. The profoundest mystery of 
personality is its uniqueness. Having made each 
one of us, God broke the mold; and never again 
will he repeat himself. Each one, like the myriad 
leaves of a tree, is a thought of God, never again 
to be reuttered.

Each spring with its unseen pulleys it hoists tons 
of moisture a hundred feet into the air with no 
creak of machinery, no strain, no effort. Yet to| 
lift these millions of tons that the trees lift 
quietly every spring would involve us in a very 
whirlpool of busy-ness, and noise, and confusion.

So far as cities are concerned, the fiy 
has ceased to be a matter of interest, 
and even in the small towns and rural 
districts flies are comparatively scarce. 
The principal factor in the change is 
the passing of the horse. The automo- 
bile industry throws the Gepartment of 
agriculture into the shade when it comes 
to the conquest of the fly. This fact has 
a lesson in so far as the further spread 
of this control is concerned. : 

The very effective procecure in fight- 
ing the fly nuisance is the control of fly 


piles of horse manure. Automobiles have 
pretty well driven horses out of the 
city. Those who live where horses still 
abound can prevent flies by daily re- 
moval of manure. In Havana this is 
done by a daily collection service. The 
manure ig put in wheelbarrows soon 
after being voided, These wheelbarrows 
are emptied into wagons and the con-. 
tents are taken to the country and 
spread thinly on the soil In Panama 
‘there is the same method except that 
the wagon contents are emptied into 

compost pits. In neither place 
are there manure boxes and, in no cir- 
cumstances, is the manure ever left on 
the stable floor or piled up. The screen- 
ing of manure boxes dozs not work. Nor 
does treating the manure with chemi- 
cals. There is choice between only two 
methods—thin spreading on the soil and 
composting. 


While horses are most important from 
the standpoint of fly breeding, cows, 
chickens and other animals play a part. 
In fiy control the sources of fly food 
rank second to opportunities for fly 
breeding. The garbage can is a feeding 
place rather than a breeding place. 

If premises are kept scrupulously clean 
they are not liable to be badly infested 
with files. A smelly, foul garbage can 
will draweflies from a co rable terri- 
tory. Where there are y a moderate 
number of flies, fy paper and poison are 
of considerable service, Fly poison is 
especially efficient in rooms where flies 
cannot get at water. Screening is of 
considerable service. Even though there 
be holes occasionally, and even though 
some flies pass through, the number will 
not be large and a fly swatter will meet 
the need. 

If a screen is spread daily, or wiped 
off with kerosene water, or with some

Bene Million Year on 


Federal Railroad. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 1.—[Spe 
cial.J—Development of Alaskan ré- 
sources still lags despite rosy prophe- 
cies by promoters of the 500 mile rail- 
road on which the government has al 
ready expended more than $75,000,000 
and which is producing a million dol- 
lar annual deficit. 
The mineral industry, which, accord- 
ing to the railroad sponsors was to be 
quickened into new life by the advent 
of better transportation, has dropped 
into second place among Alaska indus- 
tries. Fisheries, which do not need the 
railroad to any great extent, are at 
the top of the list. Agriculture, which 
was to be stimulated, has, according 
to some authorities, been injured by | 
reason of the fact that outside farm 
products are now more easily obtain- 


able. 

| Like Florida Boom. 
Stories of the 
Alaskan development as told on the 
floors of congress during the consid- 
eration of the legislation enacted in 
1914 to aythorize the construction 
the railroad are reminiscent of the 
more recent Florida boom. —

ancestor to the Gordons of Gight, from 
whom descended Lord Byron's mother. 
There was formerly a dukedom of 
Gordon attached to this line. It was 
given’ to the fourth marquess of 
Huntly and continued till the death of 
the eighth, and then revived in 1876 
and conferred upon the duke of Rich- 
ruond.

Sentenced to Death. 
The fourth earl of Huntly, George, 


Was reputed to be the wisest, wealth- 
iest, and most powerful subject in 


tland. This did not prevent Mary 


The fifth earl was sentenced to 
death for treason in 1563, but two 


years later the sentence was reversed 
and he was made chancellor of Scot- 
land. 


His son, the sixth earl, was 
the first marquess of Huntly and was 


conspicuous as the head of the Roman 


Catholic party in Scotland. In 1594 


an expedition Wag sent against him 
under the earl of Argyll at Glenlivet. 
He came out of this with a victory, 


but, submitting to the king, obtained 


an easy pardon, and a few years later 
the title of marquess was conferred 
upon him. 


The present marquess, the eleventh 


of his line and premier marquess of 
Scotland, is also the earl of Huntly, 
earl of Enzie, earl of Aboyne, Lord 
Gordon, lord of Badenock, Strathavon 
and Glenlivet, in Scotland, and Baron 
Meldrum of Morven in the county of 
Aberdeen. 


He was one of the lords 
in waiting to Queen Victoria from 


1870 to 1873, and was captain of her 
majesty’s honorary corps of. gentle- 
men at arms until 1881. The marquess

wo discover whether a juice has good 
jellying power is to cook a little of 
it with sugar, making a few table- 
spoons only of jelly, or use as mueh 
as half a cup of each. If the juice 
is heavy with pectin it will jelly al- 
most instantly after it boils. But this 
test might not be so good when what 
I consider a wrong method of cooking 
jellies is used, that is, when it is 
cooked in large quantities, but this 
would not be because there was not 
pectin enough to start with. The long 
cooking may make the pectin ineffec- 
tive, and cook away the acid which 
it needs to make it effective. 


How Testigg Helps. 


Often sugar can be saved, and a 
finer jelly for several reasons can be 
obtained, by knowing what the pectin 
in a juice will do. If a juice shows 
the pectin less abundant it should be 
gently boiled down before sugar is

Hayes notified the house detective. 
Usually the girl was grateful for her 
interference and the offending gentle- 
man wag properly disciplined by the 
police.

Runaway girls formed a large per- 
centage of Mrs. Hayes’ clientele. As 
a rule they were very/ young girls 
who left home because of a family 
quarrel or merely because a large city 
spelled adventure which a small town 
did not offer; Usually they arrived in 
Chicago. penniless and lingered in tife 
station while they tried to decide 
where to go and what to dé. Mrs. 
Hayes would proceed to ask them 
if they were waiting for some one. 
The girls would tell her glibly that 
they were waiting for a relative who 
was to have met them.at the train. 
Some hours later, when they began 
to fee] the pangs of homesickness and 
hunger, they would “’fess up” and 
admit. they had no place to go and 
no money to get back home. Then 
Mrs. Hayes would call or wire. their 
families and the wandering girl would 
be shipped back home.

MacDonald, like so many from Cin-: 
cinnati having alliances with great 
European houses, is richly endowed 
with worldly goods, would in no wise 
diminish her charm in the eyes of a 
Scotchman.

He descends from a bold Highland 
breed north of Aberdeen who are 
identified with many of the most 
stirring Caledonian annals. The Gor- 
dons, descended from Sir Adam Gor- 
don, were made earls of Huntly noi 
later than 1445. . Literally from the 
time of Adam—of course, Sir Adam— 
they have left their mark on the north 
country. Their seat at Aboyne, in 
Aberdeenshire, is only a short distance 
from Macbeth’s cairn, marking the 
place where this tragic figure, fleeing 
from his castle at Dunsinane, was 
killed by Macduff. Aboyne offers 
early in each September a gathering 
of the Highland clans with tartans and 
plaids and presided over by the mar- 
quess himself in full regimentals, than 
which there is nothing more interest- 
ing or picturesque in Acotland. 


To account for the matrimonial 
couplings and uncouplings of this Gor- 
don-Huntly clan would require many 
pages. One of the first earls of 
Huntly married Lady Annabella Stew- 
art, daughter of King James I., and 
their son was the ancestor of the later 
earls of Sutherland. From this same 
union another son, who fell at the 
famous battle of Flodden, served as 
ancestor to the Gordons of Gight, from 
whom descended Lord Byron’s mother. 
There was formerly a dukedom of 
Gordon attached to this line. It was 
given to the ‘fourth marquess of 
Huntly and continued til] the death of 
the eighth, and then revived in 1876 
and conferred upon the duke of Rich- 
raond.,

The fourth earl of Huntly, George, 
Was reputed to be the wisest, wealth- 
jest, and most powerful aubject in 
Scotland. ‘This did not prevent Mary 
Queen of Scots from executifig several 
designs against his family. She not 
enly deprived him of one of his titles 
and estates but forced his daughter, 
Jean, to divorce the earl of Bothwell. 
Mary then proceeded to capture this 
latter nobleman for herself. — 


The fifth earl was sentenced to 
death for treason in 1563, but two 
years later the sentence was reversed 


land. son, the sixth earl, was 
the first marquess of Huntly and was 
conspicuous as the head of the Roman 
Catholic party in Scotland. In 1594 
an expedition was sent against him 
under the earl of Argyll at Glenlivet. 
He came out of this with a victory, 
but, submitting to the king, obtained 
an easy pardon, and a few years later 
the title of marquess was conferred 
upon him. 

The present marquess, the eleventh 
of his line and premier marquess of 
Scotland, is algo the earl of Huntly, 
earl of Enzie, earl of Aboyne, Lord 
Gordon, lord of Badenock, Strathavon 
and Glenlivet, in Scotland, and Baron 
Meldrum of Morven in the county of 
Aberdeen. He was one of the lords 
in waiting to Queen Victoria from 
1870 to 1873, and was captain of her 
majesty’s honorary corps of gentle- 
men at arms until 1881. The marquess

_‘Bow geste! There, I realized that no appeals to my 
higher nature would -be able to make me forego that pun. 
 &§ It is, in fact, almost. inevitable in the presence of all these 
i gestures which the present day designer is making with the 
7 bow. These gestures afe struck by skirt and bodices, by 
_ panels and neck lines, by bands and by sleeves. So far, to 
_ be sure, stockings find themselves mute and articulate. Yet 
. if the present devastating passion continues we may look 
| forward to seeing our silk hosiery knotted into cute little 
| loops at. the side. 
| But bows are only one phenomenon of a mode which 
has.gone feminine rather than feministic. For example, 
there is the peplum.. Tried out tentatively last season, the

tremendous amount of flattering attention this autumn. It 

gtaces frocks and coats and it may appear either alone or 
the society of tiers. 

And when it comes to tiers we encounter another evi- 
dence of our O-so-feminine mode. No chance of the tier 
glands in our skirts needing any resuscitating process. Far — 
from it. Tiers and more tiers are flowing our way. 

A third manifestation of the autumn mode is concerned 
1s With the princess silhouette. No, this is by no means the 
same old fitted garment our mothers knew by this name. 
The modern princess has new estates of Finesse and 
Subtlety. Although it retains the essentials of quasi-fitted — 
corsage and hips, it is so inflected by panels, by the irregular 
hem line, and by other whims of the modern temperament 
that one has-sometimes difficulty in tracing it to its flare. 

Speaking generally, one must refer to the number of 
seams, bands, and panels which go toward making the 
variety of today’s style. All these conspire with the yoke, 
which is introduced ig a hundred different ways, toward an © 
irregularity which makes former attempts in this direction 
—worthy as may be those attempts—look positively 
amateurish. 

‘Now for a concrete consideration of the sketches on to- 
day’s page. These are intended to convey a few of the 
salient features in the early autumn mode and they begin 
With a delightful presentment of the peplum in our illus- 
tration at the left. This shows a frock adapted from one 
worn at the French races, and its medium is here satin 
back crépe developed on the lustrous side and trimmed 
with the dull side. The trimming occurs in the turn back ~ 
cuffs, vestee, and the fold-over band on the high collar. 

As frequently happens, the tunic is here the agency 
through which the peplum makes its appearance. This is 
nade with a flare—one commensurate with the liberal full- 
ness of the skirt itself. As a final detail, we find the 
appearance of the bow which is the theme of our text.

Like so many of its sisters of the year, this one is effected 
by tying a surplus fold of the material in the very front. 

There is a pronounced tendency toward waist lines which 
mount in the front and dip in the back. Such chic dis- 
crepancies are frequently achieved by the use of panels 
placed at a superior altitude jn the front. It is a treat- 
ment especially adapted to the slim princess gown of modi- 
fied contours which I have previously described, and it is 
well exemplified in our second model—an exquisite creation 
of that fabric and tone which have so long been sur- 
‘rounded by that halo of fashionable approval—satin in

_ Here is an excellent example of the princess gown of 


the present time. Fitted tightly over the hips, this white 
satin, nevertheless, tempers severity by the irregularity of. 
its panel treatment—one which illustrates the aforesaid 
tendency toward a greater height in front. Then, too, 
there is another feature of interest that should focus our 
attention upon these panels. Look at them as they over-_ 
lap each other in the back and you will see that these 
draperies are stitched down at least one-third of their 
course. 

Yes, the ideal of our skirt draperies has changed. In-

HOW TO USE 
THE PATTERNS 


HIS smart frock, pattern No. 


3,444, is good looking when two 

‘materials are combined and is 

easy to make, which undoubtedly 
will be-an attraction. A two piece skirt 
is attached to a two piece walst, and 
the smart Vionnet neckline is com- 
pleted with a scarf collar that lends a 
jaunty air. Patch pockets at either 
side of the front, fastened with a belt, 
assure a snug hipline, and the clus- 
ter plaits at tye front ripple with 
every movement: 


The plaits ould be laid in the 
front of the skirt, basting each one 
from top to bottom, and being careful 
“| that the folds exactly match the per- 
forated lines on the pattern. Then 
baste the front of the skirt to the 
front of the waist, then the back 
of the skirt to the back of the waist, 
always pinning the centers together 
first and working each way to the 
seam edges. Baste the under arm 
and shoulder seams together and try 
on. When satisfied that it fits prop- 
erly, rip the basted seams and pro- 
ceed as the pattern directs, setting 
pockets and belt sections on before 
putting the dress together. The sleeves 
are full length, close fitting and fin. 
ished at the wrists with turned back 
cuffs.

“T am a hearty supporter of small 
stations and the useful service which 
they can render, but I would like to 
add that from a radio standpoint, I 
feel that there is plenty of room for a 
comparatively large number of such 
small local transmitters of from 10 to 
50- watts power, so that every com- 
munity of 10,000 population and above 
can have its voice on the air, with- 
out interfering with the important 
general service furnished by the larg- 
er stations.” > 7 

When congress adjourned at the 
jast session, members seemed to be 
of the opinion that they had solved 
the radio problem when they passed 
the law of 1928, but an entirely differ- 
ent attitude now seems to have come 
to them in view of the developments 
of the last few months, especially 


clause about which there was so much 
discussion during the last session.

THE NEW sound films, or “ talk- 
ies,’ are going to attract many of the 
specialists of the radio into their more 
lucrative field.

It is folly to prophesy the 
future of the talkies, as we realize 
when we recall an utterance of 
Thomas A. Edison of only two years 
ago: “There isn’t 10 per cent of the 
interest in radio that there was last 
week. It’s a highly complicated ma- 
chine in the hands of people who know 
nothing about it. No dealers have 
made any money out of it. It isn't a 
commercial machine, because it is 
complicated. It’s awful—I don’t see 
how they can listen to it.”

Swift Justice for 
Pirate Operators 
of Phantom Sets 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 
Pirates of the ether, those radio sta- 


tions which operate without a license, 
nave a Vv slim chance these days 
of escaping the penalty decreed by 
congress for violation of the radio act. 

Uncle Sam's “policemen of the air,” 
the inspectors of the*radio division of 
the department of commerce, keep 
constant watch on the broadcasting 
channels. They patrol the five radio 
zones of the country in test cars 
equipped with apparatus capable of 
locating stations which are operating 
without licenses and of detecting 
transmitters which are wandering 
from their assigned frequencies. 

The recent report that a “phantom” 
station, with call -letters PDQ at 
Crooksville, O., was regaling local lis- 
teners with town scandal, is the first 
case of its kind which has come to 
the attention of the federal radio com- 
mission. 

Section 33 of the radio act stipulates 
that “any person, company or cor- 
poration who shall violate any provi- 
sion of this act, upon conviction in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more 
than $5,000 or by imprisonment for a 
term of not more than five years or

The Chicago visited, at various 

times, many of the countries a@¢ross 
the s®as, including Portugal, Spain, 
Tangier, France, Algiers, and Brazil, 
and attracted attention everywhere by 
her modern construction and fine 
lines. 
When she Was retired in 1909 ana 
placed in resérve she was used by the 
Massachusetts and later by the Penn- 
sylvania naval reserve. In 1919 she 
was transferred to the port of San 
Farnciseo, where she sérved as a sub- 
marire base for two years, being then 
sent to Honelulu, where she is today, 
likewise @ submarine base—a pleasant 
ending to an honorable career. 

I don't know whether she will be al- 
lowed to go on bearing the name of 
Chicago, how that a modern, up to 
date cruiser, much bigger, more pow- 
erful and more imposing; is soon to 
become & part of our fleet.

One of the first earls of 
Huntly married Lady Afinabella Stew- 
art, daughter, of King James I., and 
their son was/the ancestor of the later 
earls of Sutherland. From this same 
union another son, who fell at the 
famous battle of Floddetm served as 
ancestor to the Gordons of Gight, from 
whom descended Lord Byron’s mother. 
There was formerly a dukedom of 
Gordon attached to this line. It was 
given to the fourth marquess of 
Huntly and continued till the death of 
the eighth, and then revived in 1876 
and conferred upon the duke of Rich- 
ruond., 

Sentenced to Death. 
- The fourth earl of Huntly, George, 
Was reputed to be the wigest, wealth- 
jest, and most powerful subject in 
Scotland. This did not prevent Mary 
Queen of Scots from executing sevéral 
designs against his family. She not 
only deprived him of one of his titles 
and estates but forced his daughter, 
Jean, to divorce the earl of Bothwell. 
Mary then proceeded to capture this 
latter noblemtnan for herself. 


The fifth earl was sernténced to 
death for treason in 1563, but two 
ye later the sentence was reversed 
a he was made chancellor of Scot- 
land. His son, the sixth earl, was 
the first marquess of Huntly and was 
conspicuous as the head of the Roman 
Catholic party ih Scotland. In 1594 
an expedition Wag sent against him 
under the earl of Argyll at Glenlivet. 
He came out of this with a victory, 
but, submitting to the king, obtained 
an easy pardon, and a few years later 
the title of marquess was conferred 
upon him. 


The present marquess, the eleventh 
ef his line and premier marguess of 
Scotland, is also the earl of Huntly, 
earl of Enzie, earl of Aboyne, Lord 
Gordon, lord of Badenock, Strathavon 
and Glenlivet, in Scotland, and Baron 
Meldrum of Morven in the coufity of 
Aberdeen. He was one of the lords 
in waiting to Queen Victoria from 
1870 to 1878, and was captain of her 
majesty’s honorary corps of gentie- 
men at arms until 1881. The marquess

Conditions of Fruits for Jellies. 


Though~firm and often under ripe 
fruits are considered the best for 
jelly making, or for the finest jellies, 
the fact is that we can make one 
sort of jelly with the ripe, another 
with the under ripe, and another sort 
with that whicn is over ripe. _ Fruits 
lose acid, we know, and perhaps pec- 
tin, as they ripen or as they be- 
come over ripe. For example, quinces 
make a beautiful jelly, about the 
handsomest ever, if they are not too 
ripés.If they ere too ripe we may

Pectin Tests. 
1. Combine one tablespoon of ed 
fruit juice and one tablespoon of al- 
cohol—or some. people use a single 
teaspoon of each. Almost immediate: 
ly instead of a liquid there is a jelly- 
like something obtained. You can 
judge from its quality whether the 
juice contains scant or abundant pec- 


2. When alcohol is not obtainable, 
Epsom salts are used in the same way, 
but it takes longer, or up to ten 
minutes. The fruit juice should be 
hot to dissolve the salts. Some people 
hurry it up a bit by adding a iittle 
sugar. 

3. But an even more natural way 
to discover whether a juice has good 
jellying power is to cook a little of 
it with sugar, making a few tabie- 
spoons only of jelly, or use as much 
as half a cup of each. If the juice 
is heavy with pectin it will jelly al-. 
most instantly after it boils. But this 
test might not be so good when what 
Il consider a wrong method of cooking 
jellies is used, that is, when it is 
cooked in large quantities, but this 


pectin enough to start with. The .ong 
cooking may make the pectin ineffec- 
tive, and cook away the acid which 
it needs to make it effective. 
How Testing Helps. 
Often sUgar can be saved, and 
finer jelly for several reasons can. be 
obtained, by knowing what the pectin 
in a juice will do.

Any citizen who bootlegged a contribution for the res- 
toration of St. Paul's, for the roofing of a cathedral, for new 
glass for any abbey, for any society For'the Assistance of 
Ladies in Reduced Circumstances [Under Royal Patronage] 
or for the Stratford theater, would be sentenced to six months 
for the first offense and to life for the fourth. Permission to 
contribute would be granted by the Almoner by specific as- 
signment as to object and amount, after study both of the 
application for the gift and of the character, resources, and 
purposes of the person offering to give it. No American cit- 
izens not registered with the Almoner’s Department of Gifts 
and Remittances would receive any appeals.

They would then be indentured for the re- 
mainder of their lives to all or any one of the countries 
which they think have been betrayed in war and peace by 
the United States. The proceeds of the sale of their estates 


and of their subsequent work would be applied to the re | 


duction of the debts owed by the late allies for services, 
other than that of army divisions, their release from the 
armies of central Europe. They would be allowed to indi- 
cate how they wished these funds to be applied. They may 
think that the United States has injured one country more 
than another and they would like in their declining days to 
know that they had done what they could. No one would deny 
them this. But if they addressed the general populace on the 
subject of American infamy they should be disposed of sum- 
marily. If the Almoner felt that it would be a pleasure for 
him to do it personally his feeling in the matter would be 
understood by a great many of his grateful fellow citizens.

Shown in “Goin’ Home”

EW YORK.—{Special Correspondence.}—Now we have 

a kind of black “ What Price Glory?” A play of war 

echoes called “Goin’ Home,” in which the black 

troops sing nobly, fight fiercely, cuss moderately, and 
provide awkward but curiously interesting entertainment. 
_ There is no missing the grip of drama that is real once 
an author achieves it. His story “3 
may be as incredible as most 
stories are when submitted to 
searching analysis. His charac- 
ters may be stuffed shirts and 
bodices. The artifices of the stage 
may shine through and hedge«. 
them round. Yet if the story is 
human and the telling of it straight- 
forward the appeal is there. 

This is particularly true of 
“ Goin’ Home,” which won for Ran- 
som Rideout a Drama league prize 
offered by the publishing house of 
Longmans-Green. You feel the 
srip of the play from curtain to 
curtain despite its frequent lapses 
into obviously stagey situations. 
The scene is a French café at 

the edge of a seaport town. The 
time some days after the signing 
of the peace treaty at Versaillea 
The American troops are going 
home. You hear the tread of their feet over the hollow 
boards of the stage back of the set. You hear them singing 
the old war songs— The Long, Long Trail,” “Tipperary,” 
“Over There.” You know the trick of it, and yet you feel 
the masses of men and catch the spirit of their joy. 


American Negro and His White Wife. 

The café is run by a French girl, Lise, and a New 
Orleans Negro, Israel Du Bos, her husband. Israel had been 
shanghaied in 1914 when he became separated from the 
Powells, with whom he had grown up as houseboy and 
servant. He was cast into the Foreign Legion after that 
and forced to fight with the Senegalese. He proved himself 
a bit of a hero, and, swelling around with his medals after 
the war, he had told Lise fancy stories of how rich he was 
in the States and of all his palaces and automobiles, Lise 
married him, hoping to sHare them with him. 

Now Israel has come to feel that he has done both the 
French girl and himself a great wrong. Now that this 
regiment of black boys is going home, Israel wants to g0 
along with them. Even going back to Africa with the Sene- 
galese might be better than being what he is, a black man 
in a white man’s world!

Brady submitted it to me two years ago for reading “Rnd 
appraisal; and I was vehement and, perhaps, profane in ad- 
vising him not even to think of putting it on in this country. 
(I interject the information that what I discerned as a reason 
for my rejectionary report has been removed in adaptation.) 
The rights were taken off Mr. Brady’s hands by John Tuerk, 
who was, back in the days when I was the former’s herald, 
spokesman, and no-man, also of the Brady staff in New-York. 
His principal chore was a daily round of the newspapers, 
that the editors thereof might have opportunity to brighten 
and to fortify their issues with things I had written; and 
young Mr. Tuerk first knew the emotion of bitter hatred as 
a reaction to the fact that I never dispatched him on tlie 
round until 5:30 p. m., by which time he was entitied to be 
on his way home.

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Labor Topics from 
the Pulpits Today 


By the Rev. W. B. Norton. 
MORROW is Labor day and it 
has been the custom of the 
preachers of all the churches to 
give attention to the vital prob- 


lems of labor on the Sunday before 


and the pulpits of all denominations 
this morning will recognize its impor- 
tance. A. special message has been 
sent out to the ministers of the pulpits 
throughout the country by the Feder- 
al Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America which will be read and 
commented on universally. 

The statenrent declares that “a con- 
dition of prosperity for many while a 
Very great number of men are out of 
work is economically unsound and in- 
tolerable.” The solution of the prac- 
tical side of this problem is not laid 
upon the churches themselves, but it 
is urged that they continually and 
urgently present to “industrial lead- 
ers and to governments the demand 
for solutions for unemployment in 
order that wise and effective measures 
may be worked out to remove this evil 
from our economic life.” 

Quoting further: “We, therefore, 
urge both the religious and secular 
forces of the. nation to renew their 
faith in the social ideals of the 
churches as practicable objectives for 
American. life. We call upon capital, 
labor, and the public to move forward 
with good will, courage, and intelli- 
gence into a new and better day.”

and continuing until. next Monday, 
- Da The Rev. L. K. Williams, D. D., 

pastor of the Olivet Baptist 
ati ‘of Chicago, the largest colored 
church in America, with a member- 
ship of 9,000, will preside. Dr. Wil- 
liams has been president for six years, 
‘and under his leadership the conven- 
tion has built a publishing house at 
Nashville, Tenn., costing upward of 
$700,000, including $100,000 worth of 
equipment, which publishes all the lit- 
erature for the Sunday schools and 
other institutions under the jurisdic- 
tion of the National Baptist conven- 
tion. . 

The convention has a constituency 
of about three and a half millions, and 
representatives from all the states of 
the Union will meet in Louisville as 


delegates. Under its"direction are the 


home mission board, the foreign*mis- 
sién board, the B. Y. P. U., and the 
Sunday school. publishing boards. It 
maintains three industrial schools and 
one hospital in Africa. 

In addition it controls a theological 
seminary located at Nashville, Tenn. 
Through a plan of codperation with 
the southern white Baptist convention 
they give dollar for dollar for every 
dollar raised by the convention. 

The program this year will consist 
of speakers, both white and colored, 
who will give addresses on religious, 
economic; political, and labor condi- 
tions throughout the United States.
